students need help in identified areas, the school district shall
evaluate its instructional practices and make appropriate adjustnents.

(2) Each school district shall notify the parents of each student
of their child s performance on the test and assessnents conducted
under this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 655
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) The legislature finds that the nmandatory normreferenced
student assessnents elimnated under this act provide information that
teachers and parents use to inprove student |earning. The |egislature
intends to permt school districts to offer normreferenced assessnents
at the districts' own expense and nake di agnostic tools avail abl e that
provide information that is at |east as valuable as the information
el i mnated under this act.

(2) School districts may, at their own expense, adm nister norm
referenced assessnents to students.

(3) By Septenber 1, 2005, subject to available funds, the office of
t he superintendent of public instruction shall post on its web site for
voluntary use by school districts, a guide of diagnostic assessnents.

The assessnents in the guide, to the extent possible, shall include the
characteristics listed in subsection (4) (a) through (e) of this
section.
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(4) By Septenber 1, 2006, subject to the availability of anmounts
appropriated for this specific purpose, the office of t he
superintendent of public instruction shall nmake available to schoo
districts diagnostic assessnents that help inprove student | earning.
To the greatest extent possible, the assessnents shall be:

(a) Aligned to the state's grade | evel expectations;

(b) Individualized to each student's perfornmance | evel;

(c) Adm nistered efficiently to provide results either imrediately
or within tw weeks;

(d) Capabl e of nmeasuring individual student growth over tine; and

(e) Cost-effective.

(5) The office of the superintendent of public instruction is
encouraged to offer at their statew de and regional staff devel opnent
activities training opportunities that would assist practitioners in:

(a) The interpretation of diagnostic assessnents; and

(b) Application of instructional strategies that wll increase
student | earning based on diagnostic assessnent data.
